GALE O F F T H E COAST. 


S everal V essels S tran d ed an d a N u m b er 
o f Lives Lost. 
S an ta Chuz, April lOtb.—The bark J. W. 
Beaver, loaded with hay and salt and sup 
posed to be bound for the Sandwich Islands, 
foundered 011 the rocks near New Y ear’s 
1’oint, about twenty miles north of this 
place, at 9 o’clock this morning. The ves­ 
sel had lost her rudder, and was driven 
helplessly by the wind and waves against 
the coast. Two men succeeded in reaching 
the shore, although 
narrowly escaping 
drowning. The rem ainder of the crew 
took to the rigging. 
People from the sur­ 
rounding country gathered, but. from latest 
reports, have been unable to do anything 
towards rescuing the crew. 
Five' men 
were seen in the rigging. One side of the 
vessel is stove in, and a total wreck is 
probable, as the wind and sea are very vio­ 
lent.

—The vessel struck shore about an 
hour after the headline parted, and in less 
than two hours after striking, was ground 
to pieces on the rocks. The captain was 
the lust one to leave the ill-fated vessel 
when they took to the boat. The Eppin- 
ger’s crc-w consisted of Captain Casperson, 
Mate Gilbertson, Thom as A. Powe-s the 
cook, and two sailors names unknown. 
One was called Harry, the other Frank. 
Powers, who was saved, is a native of Ire­ 
land, aged 24 years.

A BOUNDARY D ISPU TE. 


U ncle Sam to A rb itra te B etw een N ica­ 
ra g u a an d C osta R ica. 


W a s h i n g t o n , April 
10th.—[Special]— 
There has been a dispute for some tim e be­ 
tween Nicaragua and Costa Rica over the 
boundary IAie between the two countries. 
As no adjustm ent of their reepective pre­ 
tensions to territorial and jurisdictional 
participation in the control of the transit 
of ships via Lake Nicaragua is possible 
without a precise and perm anent demark- 
ation of the border line between them , as 
well as a clear definition of tlieir several or 
common riparian rights in the river San 
Juan, the Government of the United States 
lately (yet early in the dispute) intim ated 
to both "parties the satisfaction it would fee! 
in seeing a settlement reached, and the 
willingness with which it would lend 
its 
aid 
toward 
that 
result 
if 
re­ 
quested 
by 
both 
parties 
to do so. 
Secretary of State Bayard was 
asked 
yesterday if any action upon this m atter 
has yet been taken by the United States, 
and from the Secretary s reply the follow­ 
ing facts appear: 
The President of the 
United States will arbitrate the boundary 
dispute between our sister Republics, Nica­ 
ragua and Costa Rica. A meeting “ on the 
spot ” has been arranged, and our Minis­ 
ter to Central America has been directed 
to attend the conference for the purpose of 
m aking an examination in order that he 
may obtain a m inute and thorough knowl 
edge and report all the facts bearing upon 
the case. The allegations and documents 
presented by the two Governments will 
then be exam ined thoroughly by the De­ 
partm ent of State, and the case will be laid 
before the President for decision. 


A F FL IC T E D TEXAS. 


T he L one S tar S tate Suffering from L ack 
of R ain . 


G a l v e s t o n , April 10th.—The past week 
has been one of expectancy and disap­ 
pointm ent to the people of Texas, no rains 
of any consequence having fallen through­ 
out the im m ense area now suffering from 
drought. 
Dispatches and letters to tiie 
newspapers of the State continue to detail 
the widespread and threatening character 
of the drought, the severity of which has 
perceptibly increased since the last report. 
The drought now extends frbm the far 
western grazing lands, across the State for 
a distance of 800 miles into the pine re­ 
gions bordering on Louisiana, but de­ 
creases in severity as it approaches the 
pine, 
from 
which section 
complaints 
are of recent date. The general rains, 
which usually set in at the full of 
the moon, are wanting, and the cool 
dry winds of the past fortnight continue 
to prevail, except in the district im m edi­ 
ately west and southwest of San Antonio, 
embracing Medina, Banderia, Utalde, Frio 
and Atascoa counties, where 
moderate 
rains fell yesterday, but not enough, say 
the dispatches from that vicinity. This ’ 
one of the grazing sections of’ the Stat 
where stock was dying between San A n­ 
tonio and the coast, embracing such fertile 
counties as Guadalupe. Gonzales, Lavaca, 
Colorado, Caldwell, Bastrap and a dozen 
others. 
The drought has assumed a serions as­ 
pect, putting an embargo upon all agricult­ 
ural development, especially cotton, the 
chief product of this section. One corre­ 
spondent describes the roadways through­ 
out that belt as covered to a depth of sev­ 
eral inches with dust, and fields are barren 
even of weeds, while strings of cattle, al­ 
most too poor to stand up, are traveling 
constantly in search of grass and water. 
In Central Texas, embracing about thirty 
counties surrounding Waco, Corsicana anil 
Burnet, the situation is scarcely less prom ­ 
ising, all reports agreeing that nothing but 
very eariv and plentiful rains will avert 
serious damage or failure of crops.

W ashington, April 10th.—The funds 
available for repairs to naval vessels are 
at a very low ebb, and within a short time 
a heavy discharge of the force will be 
made at the navy yards. 
Reductions have 
already been mdered at the Mare Island, 
Portsm outh, N. H., and New York yards. 
A large part of the general appropriation 
for the construction and repair of vessels 
has been diverted to the completion of the 
cruisers Atlanta, Chicago and Boston, the 
special appropriations 
for which failed 
with the general deficiency bill. 
Not 
m uch more than $25.000 is "available tor 
repair work at the navy yards during the 
rem ainder of the fiscal year, and this sum 
is also subject to drafts lrom vessels repair­ 
ing on foreign stations. Congress, at its 
last session, made an appropriation of 
$200.000 for repairs to wooden ships, but 
the vessels to be repaired are m entioned 
in the Act by name, so that the money is 
not available for general work. 
The Investigating Commission. 
W ashington, April 10th.—[Special.]— 
The President’s selection of members of 
the Commission to investigate the accounts 
of the Union and Central Pacific Railroads 
seems to give general satisfaction. 
Neither 
Anderson nor Littler arc especially familiar 
with railroad accounts, bnt Paitison, while 
Governor of Pennsylvania, made a study 
of the relations of the Pennsylvania Ce 1- 
tral Railroad to the Keystone State. Gov­ 
ernor Stanford, belore leaving W ashington, 
said that the companies did not fear an in­ 
vestigation, and would give every faoilitv 
to any Government Commission to exam ­ 
ine their accounts. 
Mrs. Logan’s Gift from California. 
W ashington, April 10th.—[Special.]— 
The Capital says Mrs. Logan has received 
from a Grand Arm y Post in California the 
handsom est set of resolutions which has 
probably ever been prepared. It is com­ 
posed ot three large sheets of rice paper, 
pointed in water colors, the design on the 
front page being a furled flag surm ounted 
by an officer’s chapeau. The resolutions 
are lettered in gilt, and on the last page a 
representation of the sun breaking through 
the clouds. 
The rice paper sheets are 
fastened to a larger sheet ot parchm ent by 
a gold saber.

Kansas and Mis­ 
souri. In nearly every county of Illinois 
reports indicate that the ground is dry, 
and, together with the prevalence of cold 
winds, lias retarded growth and caused 
some injury to growing grain.

Fruit prospects in Illinois, Indiana and 
Missouri are poor, peaches especially hav­ 
ing been injured, and will be a shoi t crop.

L o n d o n , April 10th.—A dispatch from 
St. Petersburg to the Daily News says : The 
most alarm ing reports respecting the Czar 
have been in circulation here. One rum or 
was to the effect that a mine had been dis­ 
covered under the Im perial 
Palace at 
Gatschina, but it is learned, on the bcstan- 
thority, that this report is untrue; also 
that no arrests have been made at Gatschina, 
as was reported. 
On Wednesday, however, when the Czar 
was driving to Gatschina station, a man 
and woman were seized at the corner of 
Nevski Prospect and Great M orskaiastreets, 
ten m inutes before the Czar's carriage 
passed. A nother person tried to present a 
petition as the Czar passed, hut was ar­ 
rested before he could reach the carriage. 
It has not been ascertained positively 
whether or not the persons arrested had 
any crim inal intentiuns. The Czar was in 
perfect health and excellent spirits. 
Vienna and Berlin telegrams confirm the 
foregoing, and state that the culprits stood 
upon the steps 011 an uninhabited house, 
I and carried bombs nnder their plaid shawls. 
It is supposed that the petitioner was an 
accomplice, and that the other two did not 
know the latter had been arrested. The 
Czar knew nothing of the arrests. 
He sat 
beside the Czarina and kept bowing to the 
populace. They were returning to Gats­ 
china from the W inter Palace, where they 
had been receiving a Japanese Prince. 


STARTLING NEW S.

A llahabad, A pril 10th.—The Governor 
of Maruf, in the Kelat Ghilseai district, was 
killed while going to the assistance of the 
Canduhar troops engaged in suppressing 
the Ghilseai rebellion.

The confirmed reports are current at 
Peshawui to the effect that the Ameer of 
Afghanistan is dead, that Kelat has fallen, 
and that Cabul and Canduhar are in danger. 


T H E EA STFRN QUESTION. 


R u ssia W aitin g for a P re te x t to M ove on 
A fghanis! an . 


L o n d o n , April 10th.—The negotiations 
between England and Russia for the delin­ 
eation of the Russo-Afgban frontier have 
been opened at St. Petersburg. 
It is not 
believed in diplom atic circles that the 
deadlock will be broken. Russia refuses to 
give way, and threatens to occupy by force 
what she claims. She has further declared 
that the Afghan frontier on the K usnk 
starts from Rhoja Saleh. The question at 
issue is w hether Rhoja Saleh m eant sim ply 
and solely the ferry village or the district 
adjacent, which has been under Afghan 
control. 
Russia wants to annex the dis­ 
trict, dispossessing the Afghans, and pro­ 
poses placing her Cossack frontier guards 
so close to the ferry that the ferry itself 
would be practically in their hands." 
This claim England strenuously resists, 
and although the strategical advantages of 
the contested district are not overwhelm ­ 
ingly great, still England has to consider 
the political effect which such a surrender 
would have u pon the native population. 
The Afghans cannot resist Russian ad­ 
vance. 
There is a powerful non-Afghan 
population close by, alleged to be ready to 
throw off allegiance to the Ameer and side 
with Russia. 
All Russia wants is a slight pretext for 
entering Afghan territory, and she will 
probably do so, Commission or no Com­ 
mission. 
A rebellion in Afghanistan will 
soon afford her an excn'se, and the Afghan 
question will sink the Balkan question 
into apparent oblivion, especially if the 
coercion bill should pass through the Britt 
ish Parliam ent. 


CANADA.

Ottawa, A pril 10th.—There is m uch ex­ 
citement here over an official notice to the 
effect that during the presence of Lord 
Lansdowne in the Senate Chamber at the 
opening ot Parliam ent on the 14th instant, 
the galleries will be closed.

THE ELECTION TO-MORROW. 


The people will to-morrow be called 
upon to vote upon three amendments to 
the State Constitution. They have sev­ 
eral times been reviewed in detail in this 
journal, and all the reasons for and against 
them 
dispassionately discussed. 
They 
should be adopted, and if there is a large 
vote they will be. The fear is that the 
stay-at-home vote will on this occasion be 
exceedingly strong. The opponents of the 
amendments will he active; they can be 
trusted to take care of their side of the 
questions involved. But we fear those who 
are friendly to these good schemes in 
good government will trust greatly to oth­ 
ers to do their voting. If they feel con­ 
vinced of the certainty of the amendments 
being adopted, they should not for that 
reason remain away from the polls. Such 
repose of confidence in the justice of a 
cause has frequently brought defeat. 
There are 110 candidates in the election 
to-morrow, no personal ambitions to be 
advanced, and as a consequence there will 
he no one to “ peddle tickets’’ and urge 
voters to come out and do their duty. The 
elements that usually underlie activity at 
the polls will not be manifest to-morrow, 
and if there is any work done for the cause 
of good government, it must be wholly 
philanthropic and patriotic. 
The amendments should be approved to­ 
morrow, because experience has shown that 
our Supreme Bench is seriously crippled 
by the accumulation of business, and from 
which overplus it may, in part, be relieved 
by the aid of the Supreme Court Commis­ 
sion, which the amendments will erect into 
a department of the Court, to serve for 
four years, and so much longer as the Leg­ 
islature may find necessary. 
It is proposed also that the Jnstices shall 
elect the Chief Justice from among their 
own number; that Justices mentally and 
physically worn out may be retired at less 
than half pay until the expiration of the 
term, and the vacancies filled by appoint­ 
ment by the Government. 
It is proposed also to expedite the busi­ 
ness of the Court by permitting two Jus­ 
tices in a “ department” to render a judg­ 
ment, where three have heard the case, in­ 
stead of requiring three to join in the 
judgment, as now. This can work only 
good, since there always remains the privi­ 
lege of a hearing in bank in cases of any 
doubt. 
It is provided also that the salaries of 
the Justices, and of a number of the Su­ 
perior Judges, shall he increased some­ 
what. 
These advances are not great, not 
so large, indeed, as they should be, but 
they are in the right direction, and ought 
to be indorsed by the people, who are en­ 
titled to the highest competency for their 
judicial departments, and can secure it 
only by paying salaries commensurate with 
ability required. 
It is a very narrow and 
shallow economy to pay the judiciary 
poorly; the people should so salary their 
Judges as to make the l>onch desirable by 
lawyers of the first order, and who may lie 
thus induced to abandon private practice, 
which to such men is always highly re­ 
munerative. 
We have heretofore shown 
th a t our Justices are over-worked, that 
they pass upon a great many more cases 
than those of any other Court in the 
United States, and that the intellectual 
labor exacted of them is in excess of that 
put upon any other bench. It is, there­ 
fore, merely just to pay these men the 
salary of $7,500. And the same reasoning 
applies in the eases in which the salaries 
£>f Superior Judges are to be increased. 
The third amendment relates wholly to 
municipalities, and simply provides that 
cities may make their own charters. This 
is in line with the effort to bring govern­ 
ment nearer to the people, and thereby 
lm ke it safer and better. So widely differ­ 
ing are the physical conditions in this 
large State, so varying the needs of cities 
according to location, climate and com­ 
merce, that it is simply impossible for any 
general law to he made applicable to all. 
T oe fonu of government adapted to the 
needs of Los Angeles and its environment, 
could not I* made to “ fit” Sacramento; 
the charter that would receive the appro­ 
val of the people of Sacramento, could not 
be adapted to Oakland without working 
grave injustice. 
The self-helpfulness of a people in a 
city is weakened by legislative depend­ 
ence. 
All cities should be cut loose from 
legislative tinkering. 
Let them make 
•their own charters, and if these conform to 
th e Constitution and do not conflict with 
the system of laws, and receive the ap­ 
proval of the Legislature, the people wiil 
Be enabled to so conduct their municipal 
affairs as to conserve economy and foster 
prosperity. 
As the law now stands, no 
citizen in a municipal corporation can feel, 
geenre concerning the jroperty he owns 
cx the 1 ubiic works he favors, since it is 


within the province of the Legislature to 
so legislate as to put upon him undue 
burdens, render his 
possessions 
unde­ 
sirable, and check the advance the city 
may be making. The legislators may be 
ever so honest and desirous of conserving 
the good of the city, but only a few of 
them can feel any deep interest in it, and 
fewer still will concern themselves about 
purely local matters. The rural members 
generally entertain the idea that cities are 
incompetent to govern themselves, while a 
few are disposed to look upon all legisla­ 
tion in behalf of a city as something to 
excite suspicion and worthy of opposition. 
Under a charter made by the citizens there 
will be better government, for the jieople 
being thus made directly responsible for 
the local laws, will be more diligent in se­ 
curing just and needed enactments and in 
enforcing obedience of them. 
However 
viewed, the amendment presents itself 
strongly. 
The people ought to vote for it 
unanimously. 


T h e man Kissane, concerning whom 
there has been considerable news published 
recently, is said to be a resident of So­ 
noma county, bearing the name of W . K. 
Rogers, a man of wealth and prominent 
social position. This much our dispatches 
stated several days ago, and that there are 
laid at his door numerous crimes. For 
one of these an attorney moved a New 
York Court, the other day, to enter an 
order dismissing the indictment, on the 
ground of its extreme age. The motion 
was opposed by those who say they were 
greatly injured by Kissane, but they have 
expressed a willingness to withdraw their 
objections if Kissane will make them 
whole with money, and the disposition of 
the law officers at New York appears to be 
to dismiss the case. The only energy that 
the news discloses as having been dis­ 
played about this person, has been directed 
towards making him disgorge. 
Not a 
word has been dispatched indicating any 
disposition on the part of the injured or 
the representatives of the law at the East 
to punish him for violations of the statutes, 
which he is said to have repeatedly and 
grossly outraged. There appears also, by 
the dispatches, to be considerable confusion 
and contradiction as to what offenses there 
are for which the man may be yet held 
amenable to the law, his friends, it is 
said, claiming that on some of the charges 
he has been acquitted, while admitting 
that on the New York indictment, at least, 
he might be brought to trial. So the really 
strange thing about the matter is the fail­ 
ure to make any attempt to bring the man 
to the bar of a criminal Court, while those 
charging him are solicitious to have him 
make money reparation. 
If he is guilty, 
and unacquitted of the crimes alleged 
with such particularity, and his where­ 
abouts and identity have been so long 
known, 
why is it 
that 
the 
officers 
of the 
law at the East 
and 
those 
who should 
be personally interested 
in 
bringing 
him 
to 
.justice, 
have 
not done so ? Certainly' the Eastern Courts 
and officials have had the power to take 
the man at any time. One person who 
claims to haTe been injured by crimes 
charged against Kissane, says he has been 
in the State eight months seeking to bring 
him to terms, but thus far without success. 
It seems, therefore, that the effort to secure 
restitution and recompense has subordina­ 
ted the duty to set the officers of the law 
upon the man. 
If half that has been tele­ 
graphed to us of the misdeeds of the man and 
offenses against the law for which it is 
said he may yet be tried, why has he not 
been brought to judgment, regardless of his 
wealth, the years that have intervened, 
and the apparent willingness to shield 
him if he will settle upon a financial basis ? 


I n innumerable magazines and reviews 
writers at the East have dwelt upon the 
docility of the Chinese and their desir­ 
ability as servants. 
But within a few 
years we have had half a dozen cases in 
California wherein Chinese servants have 
butchered families in whole or in part, 
with whom they have lived with for years, 
and by whom they had been treated 
kindly. The latest instance is that of the 
St. John tragedy. 
In that ease, as in all 
the others, there appears to have been 
absence of any motive, unless such slight 
rebuke as a housewife may at any time 
administer to a domestic is taken into 
account. 
The Chinese do not set a high 
value upon life ; the restraining influence 
of fear is greater with them than the 
moral sense of wrong. 
In every case 
referred to, notably that in Oakland a few 
years ago, that in Sonoma county more 
recently, and now that at St. John, the de­ 
pravity of the murderers lias been of the 
most horrible character, and there has 
been absent any evidence of the sense of 
pity or mercy, or of the awfulness of the 
crime of murder. 
When the number 
serving is taken into account, the Chinese 
commit tenfold more crimes against em­ 
ployers than any other class of employes, 
and this very element of untrustworthi­ 
ness is so notorious a factor in their em­ 
ployment, that there is not infrequently 
taken into the financial estimate of the 
economy of employing them, the probable 
loss to ensue by pilfering. 


TH E Chicago Times asserts that the red 
flag Waterloo in that city lias given con­ 
fidence to the people of the safety of their 
property, and that the result has been a 
notable business advance. 
This testifies 
strongly to the menace even a small group 
of Anarchists constitute to peace, posses­ 
sions and life. The people of Chicago 
have, in the recent contest, had the prac­ 
tical exemplification before their eyes of 
what the theory of socialism would be in 
practice. 


S e l f -h e l p f u l n e s s is encouraged b y 
the need for it. 
When it became evident 
that there was no certainty of Congress 
distributing $70,000,000 among the States 
in aid of public education, Tennessee im­ 
mediately doubled her appropriations for 
common schools. Had Congress ordered 
the distribution to just the extent of the 
aid Tennessee would have received, her ca­ 
pacity to help herself would have been re­ 
duced. __________ _

TOWN OF FOLSOM. 


THE 
FUTURE 
MANUFACTURING 


CITY 
OF THE 
COAST. 


Phcpnix-llke, She Rises from Her 
Ashes More Beautiful, Prosper­ 
ous and Enterprising. 


On the 13th of last August, some seven 
months since, the thriving town of Fol­ 
som, situated twenty miles northeast of 
this city, on the American river, near the 
boundary of El Dorado county, was almost 
totally destroyed by fire. The fire was the 
work of an incendiary, a half witted, 
drunken young man, who, to revenge him ­ 
self for some imaginary grievance against 
his father, set the latter’s premises on fire, 
the flames spread with rapidity, and before 
they conld be controlled, almost the entire 
town was laid in rnins. 
With no fire de­ 
partment, no system of water-works, the 
people could do nothing bat move out of 
their homes, and see the accumulations of 
years of toil consumed in a few moments 
by the rapid spread of the angry flames. 
The railroad depot was only saved by the 
sending of the yard engine from this city, 
which, with its fire engine apparatus, 
checked the flames none too soon, and not 
only saved the railroad company’s property, 
but the entire town's utter annihilation. 
This fire involved a loss of $100,000, upon 
which there was an insurance of $33,737. 


ONAWED BY TH IS GREAT MISFORTUNE, 
The citizens of this enterprising town im­ 
mediately set about rebuilding, and as 
nearly as possible repairing all their losses, 
and that tbey have succeeded, a visit to this 
enterprising place will clearly demonstrate. 
So thoroughly was the town destroyed that 
it was with some difficulty that the prop­ 
erty owners could locate their lots in the 
vast heap of smoldering debris that lined 
both sides and extended into the center of 
Sutter street. 
Many of the buildings, in 
fact a large majority of those destroyed by 
the fire, were old, dilapidated wooden 
buildings, that had done service since the 
pioneer days, were unsightly, patched-np 
rookeries. It is gratifying to note that the 
rebuilding not only equals all that was 
destroyed, but is more valuable and supe­ 
rior in every respect, and there are to-day 
more finely-finished brick buildings and 
business houses on the burned district than 
there was before the fire. 
Instead of the 
tumble-down, 
mining-town 
appearance 
that it once presented, to day it has the ap­ 
pearance of what it really is, a thriving 
business center of an extensive, valuable 
and productive agricultural district. 
The 
stores are all built with uniform fronts, 
and for two blocks in the business portion 
of the town the show windows and stocks 
of goods displayed, and the business air ex­ 
hibited, would be creditable to a city of 
20,000 inhabitants. The streets have been 
improved, the setting out of shade trees at­ 
tended to, 


A GOOD SYSTEM OF W ATER WORKS 
Projected and the nucleus lor an inland 
city folly established. 
It is prophesied 
that at no distant day, when the Natoma 
Water and Mining Company’s immense 
power canal is brought into this town, 
which is to be done by prison labor, al­ 
ready contracted and paid ior, Folsom will 
become the manufacturing city of this 
coast. Water power can be had to turn 
the wheels of every factoiy in this State, 
and at.a price that will place all competi­ 
tive points out of the race. W ithin twenty 
miles of the business center of the State, 
with the best railroad facilities, with a cli­ 
mate noted for its healthfulness, with all 
the natural advantages known to any other 
section, the future of Folsom is assured. 
The determination of the Prison Directors 
to close down the quarries at the branch 
prison at Folsom will necessitate the put­ 
ting of the prisoners to work at once upon 
this immense canal, which is destined to 
make Folsom to California what Nasnua 
is to New Hampshire. 


NEW BU ILDING S. 
In itemizing the new buildings W. 
P. Truesdell says: 
The fire completely destroyed the prop­ 
erty on Sutter street as far" down as the 
drug store of J. H. Burnham on the north 
side, and as far as C. H. Jolly’s grocery 
store on the south side. In noting the new 
buildings we will begin at the building ad­ 
joining Mr. Burnham’s store. Here for­ 
merly stood a frame building owned by 
Mrs. J. Fiel and occupied by L. Klumpp as 
a saloon. Next to this was a frame build­ 
ing owned by Jacob Gable and occupied by 
Jos. Joerger as a shoemaking shop. On 
this spot ÁIrs. Fiel has erected a tine brick 
building, 25x50. Part of it fs occupied by 
Miller & Mitchell, of the Apollo saloon, 
dealers in wines, liquors, cigars etc. This 
firm is a new one. The other part of the 
buildiDg is occupied by Frank Estabrook, 
attorney-at-law. 
Adjoining this formerly 
stood a frame building owned and occupied 
by Ecklon & Gable as a butcher shop, and 
next to it was a frame house owned by Mrs. 
O. C. Lewis. This place is now covered by 
a brick building 25x50, owned by C. L. Eck­ 
lon, and the counterpart of the Fiel build­ 
ing adjoining it. A portion of this build­ 
ing is occupied by Henry Ecklon, successor 
to the firm of Ecklon & Gable, as a butcher 
shop. Mr. Ecklon has fitted up his shop 
after the most approved manner, and it is 
a credit to the block. The rest of the build­ 
ing is occupied by J. H. Sturges, watch­ 
maker and jeweler, who makes a fine dis­ 
play of goods and has a tastefully arranged 
establishment. Nextto this formerly stood 
a frame building owned by Dr. Lyons and 
occupied by Henry Hockel as "a barber 
shop, and next was a wooden building 
owned

Here Louis Klumpp has erected 


A SUBSTANTIAL BRICK BUILDING 
Forty feet deep by fifty feet front. A por­ 
tion of it is occupied by Louis Klumpp as 
a saloon and billiard-room. Mr. Klumpp 
lias fitted up his saloon in a manner to 
compare favorably with similar establish­ 
ments in the larger cities. The front of 
the saloon is ornamentally finished in 
wood, and presents a fine appearance, 
while the interior is equally well fitted up. 
Another part of the building is occupied 
by Louis Joerger as a shoemaker shop. 
The rest of the building is occupied as a 
barber shop by A. A. Borges, who has 
fitted up an.establishment that is a credit 
to the town. Next to this stood a brick 
building, 60 by 22, owr.ed by Mrs. Yager 
and occupied by Brown & Yager as a hard­ 
ware store. This has been rebuilt and is 
occupied by Brown & Yager, who have 
added to their former stock of goods and 
now keep a very complete stock of hard­ 
ware, tinware, stoves, ranges, etc. Adjoin­ 
ing this was a brick building 25 by 56, 
owned by Mrs. Yager and occupied as a 
variety=and grocery store by J. F. Klumpp. 
This lias been rebuilt, and is occupied by 
J. F. Klumpp, as before. Mr. Klumpp has 
improved his facilities and his stock of 
goods since the fire, aud is busier than 
ever. He has the best arranged show- 
window in the town. In addition to his 
other business, Mr. Klumpp keeps a coffee 
saloon in the rear of his store. Adjoining 
Mr. Klumpp’s store stood the harness shop 
of Charles Weber, a brick building 20 by 
60. It was

This building has been rebuilt, and is 
occupied by Charles Weber as a harness 
shop. Next to this stood a brick buileing, 
20x60, owned and occupied by Jacob Miller 
as a furniture store and undertaking estab­ 
lishment. This has been rebuilt, and the 
size of the building has been increased to 
20x80 feet. It is occupied as formerly by 
Jacob Miller. Next to Mr. Miller’s stood a 
concrete building, 19x50, owned by Mrs. 
Yager, and occupied by J. C. G. Mueller as 
a watchmaking shop. This has been re­ 
built and very nicely fitted up. It is now 
occupied by Ábe Cohn, as a variety store 
and grocery. This is another new business 
enterprise and one that appears to be doing 
well. Next to this place stood a frame 
building, owned and occupied by Charles 
Zimmerman as a hotel and saloon. Here 
a frame building 26x28 has been built, and 
is partially occupied by Jacob Gable as a 
butcher shop—another new and successful 
enterprise. The other part of the building 
is occupied as a shoemaker shop by Fred. 
Wilham. who fills the place formerly occu­ 
pied by P. Schattier. Next to this, where 
there used to be a vacant lot, now stands 
the New Western Hotel, a

i n town, and is quite an addition to the 
block. On the first floor is a store, to be 
occupied by J. O. G. Moeller, watchmaker 
and jeweler. Next to this is the hotel office, 
and next to it is a bar'oer-shop. In the 
rear, on the same floor is a large dining­ 
room, kitchen and Several slecping-rooms. 
On the second story is a large double par­ 
lor and nineteen sleeping-nxtros. These 
rooms are of a fair size. airy, and nicely 
furnished. Altogether the building is a 
credit to the tow», and should prove a 


profitable investment for its enterprising 
owner. Next to this is a frame building 
that was erected by Mr. Zimmerman im­ 
mediately after the fire, and which h?s 
been used as a hotel since. Here will be 
located the saloon of the new hotel. 
Across Riley street from this place used 
to stand the blacksmith-shop of F. M, 
Odom and the marble-worksof J. L. House. 
Mr. Odom has erected a fine frame build­ 
ing, 25x60, and is pursuing his business as 
of old. Next to this, J. L. House has 
erected a two-story dwelling-house, on the 
fround floor of which is located his iuar- 
le-works. This was as far as the fire ex­ 
tended on that side of the street. On the 
other side 


IMPROVEMENTS ALMOST EQUAL 
To these have been made. Louis Yager’s 
brick saloon, where the fire was checked, 
has been repaired, and is in running order, 
with finer fixtures than before, and with 
the addition of a restaurant. Judge W. C. 
Crosett ha3 erected on the site of his former 
frame office a two-story double frame bui'd- 
ing, which is used as an office and a dwell­ 
ing Next to this formerly stood a frame 
stable, owned by Mrs. S. Foster. This has 
been replaced by a two-story frame stable 
85x44. Mrs. Foster now has one of the 
best-appointed stables in the country, and 
has a good business. Next to the stable she 
has erected a comfortable frame dwelling, 
in place of the one destroyed. 
Thus it will be seen that not only have 
the damages caused by the fire been re­ 
paired, but the destroyed portion of the 
town is now in better condition than ever 
before, and the merchants are in a position 
to supply the wants of their customers in a 
more satisfactory manner than before the 
fire. They are deserving of credit for the 
promptness and energy they have displayed 
in recovering from a grave disaster.

voting in favor thereof, proposed 


the following described amend­ 


ments to the Constitution of the 


State of California, to w it: 


Amendment Number One. 


T o p ro p o se to th e p e o p le o f th e S ta te an 
a m en d m en t to th e C on stitu tion o f th e 
S ta te, r ela tiv e to th e J u d icia ry D e p a r t­ 
m en t. 


Resolved, T hat the Legislature of th e State of 
C alifornia, at its regular session, com m encing 
on th e th ird day o f January, A. D. eighteen h u n ­ 
dred an d eighty-seven, tw o-thirds of all th e 
m em bers elected to each of the two Houses of 
said Legislature voting in favor thereof, hereby 
propose th a t Sections two an d three, of Article 
VI., of the C onstitution of said 
State, be 
am ended so as to read as follow s: 


S e c ti o n 2. The Suprem e Court shall consist of 
seven Justices. The Associate Justices of the 
Suprem e Court, in office at the tim e of th e adop 
tion of this am endm ent to th e Constitution, are 
hereby continued in office as Justices Of the Su­ 
prem e Court for th e rem ainder of th e term s to 
w hich they were respectively elected. T he Ju s­ 
tices shall elect one of th eir n um ber to be C hief 
Justice, and he shall hold the office of Chief 
Justice of said Court for a term of two years. 
At the expiration of th e term of th e C hief Jus­ 
tice first elected, and every two years thereafter, 
the Justices shall elect a C hief Justice for a lik e 
term of two years. An entry of th e election of 
such Chief Justice sh all be m ade in th e m inutes 
of th e Court and signed by four Justices. W hen­ 
ever thereafter a vacancy occurs in the office of 
C hief Justice, a like election sh all be had to 
fill such office for th e unexpired term . T he Su­ 
prem e Court m ay sit in departm ents o r in bank 
and shall alw ays be open for the transaction of 
business. There shall be two departm ents, Je 
nom inated respectively, D epartm ent One an d 
D epaitm entT w o. T he C hief Justice shall assign 
three of the Justices to each departm ent, aud 
such assignm ent m ay be changed by him from 
tim e to tim e. The Justices sh all be com petent to 
sit i i eith er departm ent, and m ay interchange 
w ith each other by agreem ent am ong th em ­ 
selves o r as ordered by the C hief J ustice. E ach 
o f the departm ents shall have th e pow er to h ear 
and determ ine causes and all questions arising 
therein, subject to the provisions hereinafter 
contained in relation to th e Court in bank. The 
presence of three Justices shall be necessary to 
transact any business in either of th e depart­ 
m ents, except such as m ay be done at cham ­ 
bers, and the concurrence of two Justices shall 
be nece-sary to pronounce a judgm ent. The 
C hief Justice shall apportion th e business to 
th e departm ents, an d may. in his discretion, 
order any cause pending before the Court to be 
heard and decided by th e Court in bank. The 
order m ay be m ade before or alter judgm ent 
pronounced by a departm ent; but w here a cause 
has been allotted to one of th e departm ents, and 
a ju d g m ert pronounced thereou, the order m ust 
be m ade w ithin th irty days alter such judgm ent, 
and concurred in by two Justices, an d if so 
m ade it shall have the effect to vacate and set 
aside th e judgm ent. Any four Justices m ay, 
eith er before or after judgm ent by a d epart­ 
m ent, order a case to be h e ard in bank. I t the 
o rd er be not m ade w ithin th e tim e above lim ­ 
ited, the judgm ent shall be final. No judgm ent 
by a departm ent shall becom e final u ntil the 
expiration o f th e period of thirty days a'ore- 
said, unless approved by th e C hief Justice, in 
w riting, w ith the concurrence of two Justices. 
The C hief Justice m ay convene th e Court in 
bank at any tim e, and shall be th e presid­ 
ing Justice of th e Court

shall 
be 
necessary to pronounce a judgm ent in b a n k ; 
but if four Justices, so present, do not concur in 
a judgm ent, then all th e Justices qualified to sit 
in the cause shall h ear th e arg u m en t; but to 
render a judgm ent a concurrence of four Judges 
shall be necessary. In th e determ ination of 
causes all decisions of the Court in bank, or in 
departm ents, shall be given in w riting, aud the 
grounds of the decision shall be stated. The 
C hief Justice m av sit in either departm ent, and 
shall preside w hen so siting, bu t th e Justices 
assigned to each departm ent shall select one of 
th eir num ber as presiding Justice. In case of 
the absence of th e Chief Justice from th e place 
at w hich the Court is held, o r his inability to 
act, the Associate Justices shall select one of 
th eir own num ber to perform the duties and ex ­ 
ercise the powers o! the C hief Justice during 
such absence or inability to act. The Suprem e 
Court Commission, created by th e Act of the 
Legislature approved M arch tw elfth, eighteen 
hundred and eighty-five, shall continue and be 
a Suprem e Court Commission for four years after 
the adoption o f this am endm ent. Said Com­ 
mission m ay be continued 
for

The m em bers thereof an d Secretary shiHl be ap ­ 
pointed as in said Act provided; and such Com­ 
m issioners shall be subject to rem oval in like 
m anner as Judges of the Suprem e Court. Said 
Commission shall have th e sam e pow er to bear 
and determ ine causea possessed by a d ep art­ 
m ent of th e Suprem e Court; and causes m ay be 
assigned to th e Commission in the sam e m an­ 
n er they are assigned to a departm ent, and after 
decision they m ay be ordered heard in bank in 
the sam e w ay, and w ith like restrictions as if 
decided in departm ent. T he judgm ents of the 
Commission shall be entered as the judgm ents 
of the Court. The Commission shall sit at such 
tim es and places as m ay be designated by the 
Court, b u t such Commissioners snail not exer­ 
cise any judicial functions except w hen assem ­ 
bled as a Commission, and then they shall only 
have th e pow er to hear and determ ine such 
causes as m ay have been assigned to them . 


S e c tio n 3. The Justices o f th e Suprem e Court 
shall be elected by th e qualified electors of the 
Srate at large, at the general State elections, and 
the tim es and places at w hich State officers are 
elected; and the term of office shall be tw elve 
years from and after the first M onday after the 
first day o f January n ex t succeeding th eir elec­ 
tion. Three Justices shall be elected for th e full

PIGEON-SHOOTING. 


T h e F o r e s te r C lu b 's F irst M eetin g for 
1887. 
The Forester Gun Club held its first 
meeting of the season at Agricultural Park 
yesterday morning, and though the weath­ 
er was far from being settled, eighteen 
members took part in the medal shoot, and 
three or four more were present who ar­ 
rived too late to enter the contest. 
The 
eighteen were divided into two teams, one 
captained by Henry Eckhardt and the 
other by Otto Miller, and the jollity inci­ 
dental to the formation of the teams was 
continued throughout the entire shoot, 
making it a very pleasant gathering. For 
the first time in ¡sacramento ground traps 
were used (three), and as their con­ 
struction is such that the birds 
are 
placed in them with their heads furthest 
from the score, they are almost always

almost straight away for several yards, 
only a few feet above the ground, the 
shooters found it difficult to bring them to 
grass, especially the blue pigeons, so nearly

THE BILLOU TRAGEDY. 


F u rth er P a rticu la rs R eg a rd in g th e H o r­ 
r ib le A ffair. 
Up to a late hour last night Ho Ah 
Heung, the Chinaman who murdered Mrs. 
Billou Friday evening, seriously, if not 
fatally, shot William Weaver, and at­ 
tempted to kill Annie and Maud Billou, at 
S t John, Colusa county, was still at large. 
When the R ecord-U n io n ’s special repre­ 
sentative left Chico for home yesterday 
morning, fully 300 men were in search of 
the fugitive, armed with shotguns and 
rifl«. The entire country is aroused, and 
it seems impossible that the murderous 
Asiatic can long elude their search. In 
two hours after the news reached Chico of 
this China cook’s bloody work, armed men 
were closiog in from every direction on St. 
John. They all first visited the house, 
where the horrible sight of the dead 
woman and wounded man, the heart­ 
rending cries of the motherless children, 
the battered doors, the bloody floors, in­ 
censed them to such a degree that they 
went in quest of the murderer with curses 
upon their lips and a determination to 
kill him on sight. He was never seen after 
he left the house. He was tracked to the 
river, where he crossed in an old boat to 
the Butte side. Here all trace was lost of 
him. 
THERE ARE MANY THEORIES 
As to what has become of him. Many are 
of the opinion that he made his way to the 
large Chinese camp at Vina, where his 
countrymen have secreted him. Others 
scout this idea, claiming that no Chinaman 
would harbor him for a moment, for the 
Chinese of any camp who would harbor 
him would barely escape annihilation at 
the haods of the armed force now in the 
field. They are all cool, determined men, 
who have known the murdered woman for 
a score of years, and who are bent on 
avenging her death. 
Some think he is 
skulking in the willows that skirt the river 
banks, others that he is stowed away in 
some of the Chinese camps in the vicinity 
of Nord. The last idea that has been sug­ 
gested, and one that is rapidly gaining 
ground, is that the murderer has com­ 
mitted suicide, became his own execu­ 
tioner. The scene of the homicide has 
been visited by many hundreds of people, 
some coming many miles to pay their last 
sad respects to the memory of the dead. A 
Catholic priest was present Friday, and 
during the afternoon repeated the rosary 
over the body. The funeral will take place 
at 10:30 A. m ."to-day. 
Joseph Billou is a wealthy man, and has 
spared no expense in making his home 
and surroundings all that could be desired. 
For miles around the village of St. John 
stretch his green grain fields, as far as the 
eye can reach. His house is cosily nestled 
in a copse of evergreen trees, which almost 
hide it from view. A graveled driveway 
winds among the trees, green lawns and 
beds of flowers, up to the doorstep of this 


MAGNIFICENT COUNTRY RESIDENCE. 
The architecture of the building, its fur­ 
nishings, tapestry, elegant oil paintings, 
well-stocked library, etc., are indications of 
ease and comfort, wealth and refinement. 
Miss Annie Billon, in an interview with 
a reporter, said: We were just finishing 
supper about half-past 6. “ Billy” Weaver 
was just rising from the table, when the 
door behind him opened and a shot was 
fired. He fell over at once into the corner. 
I jumped up and looked towards the door. 
From where I was 1 could see the China­ 
man after shooting “ Billy.” He shot im­ 
mediately at mamma, who fell over with­ 
out a word, groaning only once before she 
died. The Chinaman then turned the gun 
toward me and shot at me twice, one bul­ 
let going through the window behind me, 
and the other striking the wall. Before he 
could fire again “ Billy ” closed the door 
and shoved the table against it. 
The Chi­ 
naman then fired once through the door. 
When the door into the kitchen was shut, 
I ran out the door on to the porch to get 
away. 
The Chinaman heard me and 
came out after me with the ax. He chased 
me clear aronnd the porch. He was right 
behind me, and I thought every minute 
would be my last. 
Finally I jumped 
through the window into the front bed­ 
room and ran through the hallway back to 
the dining-room and locked the door after 
me. The Chinaman then tried to beat 
down the door from the kitchen with his 
ax. While he was doing so Maud jumped 
out of the window and ran to St. John to 
tell Charley Papst. The Chinaman heard 
her and fired three shots after her. Then 
all grew quiet. We thought the Chinaman 
had gone, and “ Billy” told me to look out 
and see, and I peeked out the door on to 
the porch and at once there was a flash al­ 
most in my face. As the Chinaman fired 
again the bullet struck within an inch of 
my head in the door-casing. I shut the 
door hurriedly. Then “ Billy” cried : ‘‘Here 
comes Charley Papst. ’ 
The Chinaman 
then ran away. A few minutes later the 
men arrived from St. John. 


REWARDS OFFERED. 
The rewards offered for the capture of 
the murderer amount to $2,100, as follows : 
Joseph Billou, $1,000; Sheriff of Colusa 
county, $500; Chinese residents of Chico, 
$200; Chinese Consul at San Francisco, 
$400. 
Mr. Bilious reward, as advertised, reads 
as follows: 
I will pay 81,000 for the arrest an d conviction 
of th e Cniim m an, Ho Ah H eung, w ho tnurdered 
m y wife «last T hursday evening, or I w ill pay 
the sam e am ount for his dead body. 
St. Johns, April 9,1887. 
Joseph Billou. 
Wm. Weaver is apparently not over 30 
years of age, of very pleasant face and in­ 
telligent manner. Ever since he was shot 
he has been in more or less pain. The ball 
entered the left shoulder, pierced the apex 
of the left lung and came out just above 
the heart, falling down inside of his clothes. 
The chances are against his recovery. 
Ho Ah Heung, the murderer* of Mrs. 
Billou, is about 18 years of age, five feet 
high, weighs about 105 pounds, light color 
and good features for a Chinaman, front 
teeth decayed, has a large brown wart on 
the back of his neck.
